keeped from confution and dilapidation ; And that the King be not defrauded of his ,Revenues, 
Caſualities , and Caltomes, nor the ſame perverted or imployed to wrong ufes, but for the good

ZR Wa path if the Suv-Committee thall find it neceſſary ro r-quire the ſame; With power likewiſe to them to cite and conveen before them, and 
pul Pl to examine any other perſons whom they ſhall find neceflary to be conveened aud examined for the triall of the particulars aforeſaid; like 
LE . *- Aasthe Comittee gives them hereby full power & warrant to adviſe on the beſt way of ſetting the Coſtomes at the beſt avail, and to re- 
= ' ''- porttheiropinion to theCommittee that the ſame may be t1moul]y ſetled,and to the end there may be no confuſion of compts,nor anticipa- 
tion of payment from them that are owing to the Exchequer for {acistying of penſions or precepts to eviil affected perſons, io this interim; 

therefore the Committee diſchargeth the Earl of Craford-Lindſay,vir fames Carmichael Sir Williams Lochart, Adam Blair or any other 

Officer or Receiver of the Exchequer from all intrometting with avy of the Kings Rents or Cuſtomes, aad from all giving out any war= 

rants, precepts or payments thereanent, or holding of Exchequers, paſing of Signators, taking up of monies from the Cuſtomers,the King, 

or Prince, there tenants or vaflals ; or any other way mcdling in the exerciſe of their places ſince the date of the agreement at Edinburgh 

and $tirlin, unto the time that the Parliament five warrant thereanznt, during which time they are ſuſpended from the exercile-of their 

places; Like as the Committee diſchargeth all Sub-Collecors and under-Receivers , or any of the Kings Leiges to pay any of the Dues, 

or Rents,or Cuſtomes , or Caſualitics of the King into any of the aforeſaid Officers, or unto any other perſon by vertue of their precept, 

warrant, or allowance. And withall, the Commtee doth hereby declare that all Signators precepts, diſcharges , allowances, or other 

warrants whatſoever that hath or ſhal! be granted by the perſons aforcſaid , and all payments made unto them , or to any other by their 

warrant , by any of the Sub-colleQtors or other Leiges whatſoever fince the date of the agreement aforeſaid at $:irlin and Edinburgh, 

are null and of none effe& either to the receiver or givers, ſo that both they who have received them , ſhall be lyable to refound the ſame, 

and theſe who have payed them, ſhall be found liable to pay the. ſame over again to ſuch as ſhall have warrand from the Committee or 

Parliament,as alſo they ſhall be liable to what cenſure the Committee ſhall think fit for their diſobedience of this publick order,Likeas the 
Committee appoints the Cuſtomers , the Tenents of the Kings propriety and Principality to come or ſend to the Subcommittee at Edin= 

burgh , an Accompt of their condition with the Exchequer, and to make payment of what is due to ſuch as the Committee or Parliamen 

ſhall appoint , and to the end none. may pretend Ignorance hereof, The Committee appoints this to be proclaimed at the Marke 

Crofle of Edinburgh, and other places needfull, and to be publiſhed in Print. 
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
